EXTRACTS  FEOM  THE  CONSTITUTION. 


TITLE. 

This  institution  shall  be  known  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  "  The  Militaey  Order  of  the 
Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States." 

PRINCIPLES. 
This  Order  acknowledges  as  its  fundamental 
principles  :  — - 

1.  A  firm  belief  and  trust  in  Almighty  God; 
extolling  Him  under  whose  beneficent  guidance 
the  sovereignty  and  integrity  of  the  Union  have 
been  maintained  —  the  honor  of  the  Flag  vindicated 
—  and  the  blessings  of  Civil  Liberty  secured, 
established  and  enlarged. 

2.  True  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica; based  upon  a  paramount  respect  for,  and 
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fidelity  to,  the  National  Constitutiou  and  Laws  ; 
manifested  by  the  discountenancing  of  whatever 
may  tend  to  weaken  loyalty,  incite  to  insurrection, 
treason  or  rebellion,  or  in  any  manner  impair  the 
efficiency  and  permanency  of  our  free  institutions. 

OBJECTS. 

The  Objects  of  this  Order  shall  be  to  cherish  the 
memories  and  associations  of  the  war  waged  in 
defence  of  the  unity  and  indivisibility  of  the  Ke- 
public ;  to  strengthen  the  ties  of  fraternal  fellow- 
ship and  sympathy  formed  from  companionship-in- 
arms ;  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  United  States,  especially  of  those 
associated  as  members  of  this  Order,  and  to  extend 
all  possible  relief  to  their  widows  and  children  ;  to 
foster  the  cultivation  of  Military  and  Naval  Science  ; 
to  enforce  unqualified  allegiance  to  the  General 
Government;  to  protect  the  rights  and  liberties 
of  American  citizenship,  and  to  maintain  National 
Honor,  Union  and  Independence. 
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ORGANIZATION. 
The  several  constituted  bodies  of  this  Order  shall 
be  designated  as  Commanderies,  and  shall  consist 
of:  — 

1.  'State  Commanderies,  to  be  known  as  "  Com- 
mandery  of  the  State  of  

2.  A  National  Commander j,  to  be  known  as 
"  Commandery-in-chief." 

MEMBERS. 

The  Members,  or  Companions  of  this  Order,  shall 
be  of  three  (3)  classes  :  — 

1.  Commissioned  officers  of  the  United  States 
Army,  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  —  Regular  and 
Volunteer,  —  who  have  been  actually  engaged  in 
the  suppression  of  the  Rebellion. 

2.  The  eldest  male  lineal  descendants  of  Com- 
panions of  the  First  (1st)  Class;  and  in  default  of 
such  issue,  then  of  their  collateral  branches  in  the 
order  of  genealogical  succession. 
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3.  Geutlemeii  in  civil  life,  who  during  the  late 
Eebellion  have  been  specially  distinguished  for 
conspicuous  and  consistent  loyalty  to  the  National 
Government,  and  who  have  been  active  and  emi- 
nent in  maintaining  the  supremacy  of  the  same. 

ELECTION    OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  1 .  —  Every  application  for  membership 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the  applicant, 
and  shall  be  recommended  by  three  (3)  Com- 
panions of  the  Commandery  to  which  he  shall 
apply,  who  shall  vouch  for  tbe  applicant's  eligi- 
bility.   *    *  * 

Sect.  3.— A  Companion-elect,  of  the  First  (1st) 
or  Second  (2d)  Class,  before  being  admitted  to 
the  privileges  of  membership,  shall  subscribe  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Order ;  pay 
an  admission  fee  of,  at  least,  twenty-five  dollars 
($25.00),  which  shall  entitle  him  to  a  Badge,  Rib- 
bon, and  Diploma.    *    *  * 

HONORARY  -MEMBERS. 

Section  1. — Companions  of  the  Third  (3d) 
Class  in  any  Commandery  shall  not  exceed  in  num- 
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ber  the  ratio  of  one  to  thirty-three  (33)  to  those 
of  the  First  (1st)  Class. 

Sect.  2.  —  The  Companions  of  the  Third  (3d) 
Class  shall  not  be  liable  for  fees  or  dues.  In  con- 
sequence of  which  remission  they  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting,  or  be  eligible  to 
any  office  of  the  Order;  nnless  they  elect  to 
accept  the  financial  obligations  of  Companions  of 
the  First  (1st)  and  Second  (2d)  Classes. 

RELIEF. 

Section  1.  —  Everj^  Companion  who  has  been  a 
member  of  this  Order  for  one  (1)  year,  and  has 
conformed  to  its  laws,  shall,  in  case  of  misfortune 
and  distress,  be  entitled  to  such  relief  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 

Sect.  2. — The  widow  and  children  of  a  deceased 
Companion  shall  be  entitled  to  such  relief  as  the 
Companion,  if  living,  would  have  enjoyed. 

UNIFORM    OF    THE  ORDER. 
Section  1.  —  On  occasions  of  ceremony,  the 
Companions  of  the  Order  may  wear  the  uniform  of 
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their  respective  arm  and  grade  whilst  in  the  ser- 
vice, —  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  here- 
after be  enjoined. 

The  INSIGNIA  of  the  Order  shall  be  worn  con- 
spicuously, and  only  on  the  centre  of  the  left 
breast. 

Sect.  2. — When  not  on  duty  as  Companions  of 
the  Order,  the  members  may  wear  on  the  left  lapel 
of  the  coat,  one  (1)  inch  from  the  top  of  the  lapel, 
parallel  thereto,  and  one-half  (|)  of  an  inch  from 
the  front  edge  of  the  same,  the  prescribed  Eibbon 
of  their  respective  Classes. 


EXTEAGTS  FRO^I  THE  BY-LAWS. 


FINES. 

Section  1 .  —  The  fundamental  principles  of  this 
Order  being  recognized  as  its  only  test  of  loyal 
citizenship,  the  discussion  or  introduction  of  sec- 
tarian or  partisan  topics  within  the  precincts  of  a 
Commandery  is  prohibited  :  —  this,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  such  fines  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50.00), 
as  may  be  imposed  by  order  of  the  Council. 

Sect.  2.  —  Ali  other  violations  or  neglects  of 
duty  may  be  fined  at  the  option  of  the  Com- 
mandery.

Ordered  :  That  the  State  Meetings  of  this  Com- 
mandery  shall  be  held  on  the  First  (1st)  Wednes- 
day of  each  month. 

Ordered  :  The  hour  for  Meetings  shall  be  from 
the  First  (1st)  day  of  May  to  the  First  (1st)  day 
of  October,  at  eight  o'clock,  P.M.  ;  from  the 
First  (1st)  day  of  October  to  the  First  (1st)  day 
of  May,  at  half-past  seven  o'clock,  P.M. 

Ordered  :  That  there  shall  be  no  Meetings  of 
this  Commandery  during  the  months  of  July, 
August  and  September,  unless  specially  ordered. 

ANNUAL  DUES. 
Ordered  :  The  Annual  Dues  for  Members  for  the 
fiscal  3^ear,  ending  April  SOlh,  shall  be  Ten  (10) 
dollars,  payable  in  advance. 
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Ordered  :  That  Members  admitted  previous  to 
tiie  First  (1st)  day  of  January  shall  pay  the  full 
amount  of  the  Annual  Dues,  Ten  (10)  dollars  in 
advance.  Members  admitted  on  and  after  the  First 
(1st)  day  of  January  shall  pay  Annual  Dues  at  the 
rate  of  One  (1)  dollar  per  month  to  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  the  whole  amount  in  advance. 

Ordered  :  That  the  Annual  Dues  for  Non-Eesi- 
dent  Members  shall  be  Five  (5)  dollars  in  ad- 
vance. Provided,  the  Annual  Dues  of  Non-Resi- 
dent  Members  shall  be  remitted  whenever  this 
Commandery  shall  be  officially  notified,  or  informed 
of  any  Non-Eesident  Member  aflaiiating  with  a 
Commandery  nearest  to  his  place  of  residence  by 
paying  the  Annual  Dues  assessed  by  that  Com- 
mandery. 

AFFILIATION    AND  TRANSFER. 
Resolved,  That  Commissioned  Officers  of  the 
Regular  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  mem- 
bers of  this  Commandery,  upon  being  ordered  to 
a  station  where  there  is  a  Commandery,  with  which 
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they  desire  to  affiliate,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  tem- 
porary transfer  thereto,  upon  written  application 
to  the  Commander,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  the  Eecorder,  that  all  the  dues  to  the  Com- 
mandery  have  been  satisfied ;  and  during  their 
absence  they  shall  not  be  liable  for  dues  to  this 
Commandery. 

Provided,  That  upon  being  relieved  from  duty 
at  said  station ,  they  shall  report  back  to  this  Com- 
mandery, and  resume  their  former  obligations. 

Companions  in  Civil  Life,  changing  their 
nent  residence  to  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
other  Commandery,  may,  in  like  manner,  receive 
a  transfer,  subject,  however,  to  recall  upon  a  fur- 
ther change  of  residence,  when  they  shall  report 
back  to  this  Commandery,  and  again  become  active 
members  thereof. 

In  no  case  shall  a  Companion  be  exempt  from 
his  obligations  to  this  Commandery  solely  on 
account  of  absence  therefrom.
